Marshall  scholars  receive  trans- 
portation to  and  from  the  univer- 
sities in  the  United  Kingdom,  and 
the  main  scholarship  is  from  550 
pounds  to  800  pounds  per  year 
according  to  various  local  needs. 
One  pound  equals  $2.80  (U.S.).

Stunned  by  a first-period  Cou- 
gar field  goal,  Utah’s  fired-up 
Redskins  swarmed  over  Brigham 
Young’s  crippled  gridders,  41-9, 
Saturday  night  before  a record 
crowd  of  29,372  at  Salt  Lake  City. 

Coach  Chick  Atkinson’s  eleven 
was  no  match  for  the  hard-hitting 
Utes,  as  the  ’Skins  took  advan- 
tage of  BYU  mistakes  to  chalk  up 
their  26th  victory  in  31  meetings 
between  the  two  rivals. 

Outstanding  Players 

Sparking  the  Cpugars  were 
quarterback  Don  Dixon,  halfback 
Gary  LaComb,  and  tackle  Fred 
Leavitt.  Owen  Skousen  and  Tom 
Yerbanetz  also  added  several 
flashy  pass  receptions  at  vital 
points. 

Although  outgalning  and  ex- 
ceeding Utah’s  first  down  output, 
the  Cats  were  badly  outplayed  by 
an  alert  Redskin  club  that  took 
advantage  of  five  pass  inter- 
ceptions and  three  BYU  fumbles 
to  turn  the  tide. 

Cats  Score 

Brigham  Young  thrilled  its 
supporters  by  denting  the  scor- 
ing column  on  a 10-yard  field 
goal  by  Jay  Weenig  to  give  the 
Cougars  a 3-0  margin  in  the  first 
canto. 

The  filial  BYU  tally  came  in  the 
third  quarter  on  an  80-yard  drive 
after  receiving  the  kickoff.  Dave 
McLaren  and  Gary  LaComb 
sparked  the  march,  which  saw 
the  Gats  chalk  up  six  first  downs. 
After  five  shots  from  the  Utah 
one-yard  line,  McLaren  finally 
lugged  the  ball  over  for  the  score. 

A bad  pass  from  center  pre- 
vented the  conversion,  and  Utah 
led,  20-9,  at  that  juncture. 


Utah’s  flashy  outfit  actually 
clinched  the  game  in  the  second 
quarter  when  they  scored  three 
TD’s  in  the  space  of  four  min- 
utes. 

A 69-yard  march,  sparked  by 
the  hard  running  of  Herb  Nak- 
ken,  was  culminated  on  a 17-yard 
run  by  Nakken,  as  he  bounced 
off  three  would-be  tacklers. 
George  Boss  kicked  the  extra 
point,  and  Utah  led,  7-3. 

Jim  Crittenden  tried  to  run  the 
ensuing  kickoff  out  of  the  end 
zone  and  fumbled  on  his  22,  the 
Utes  recovering.  Dave  Dungan 
then  hit  Kammerman  with  a pass 
on  a down-and-out  play  for  the 
score. 

Three  plays  later,  Jed  Gibson 
intercepted  Johnston’s  pass  on  the 
BYU  43,  lateralled  to  Lou  Mele, 
who  scampered  43  yards  through 
Cat  tacklers  for  another  quick 
tally.  Boss’s  kick  made  it  20-3. 

Final  Scores 

Following  the  Cougar’s  third- 
period  score,  Utah  bounced  back 
to  tally  in  five  plays,  scoring  on 
a one-yard  sneak  by  Dungan.  The 
Ute  quarterback  set  up  the  TD 
with  a 25-yard  pass  to  Alex  Kane. 

Boss  snuffed  out  a BYU  drive 
when  he  intercepted  Dixon’s  pass 
on  his  37  and  ran  to  the  Cougar 
21.  Two  plays  later,  Fields  took 
a pitchout,  shook  off  five  Brig- 
ham tacklers  and  galloped  into 
the  end  zone. 

After  the  Cougars  arove  to 
Utah’s  25,  the  ’Skins  took  over  on 
downs  arid  sailed  75  yards  for 
their  final  score.  After  Fields 
made  a 35-yard  stampede  through 
BYU  defenders,  Oborn  took  a 
pitchout  and  zipped  around  left 
end  on  a 17-yard  scoring  jaunt. 
Mele’s  kick  upped  the  margin 
to  41-9,  with  Utah  in  the  van.
